After passing unscatched through 
all the heavy fighting in which the 
First Canadian Division has been en- 
Kiiged .'^inee it Inndcd in 1 ram i over 
a year ago, Pic. Donald Cameron 
Maelaurin, a member of Ihe class of 
Science 16. has died of wound.i ai 
the front in Flanders. Intiniatior. i.i 
this effect was contained In the l^iini- 
dlan casualty lists issued since the 
.McGHI Daily ceased regippr ruhina- 
lion for the session. Pie. .Maclau-.m 
left Canada with the i:ltli llaii.linii 
Ro\al Highlanders of CaiiaiKi. leiir; 
one of the first to .join il|i^ unit upon 
its mobilization shortly after Ihi di- 
claratlon of war with Germany. .\rii r 
passing through training at vaha'- 
tier concentration e^mp and at Salis- 
liury Plain, Pie. .Maelaurin went to 
Fiance witli his battalion. At St, 
Inlien he was In Ibc thick of the 
fighting but w«s not. Injured Id any 
way. In the pack wbicb he lost at 
this battle was a copy of the Special 
War Contingent supplement of the 
.McOllI I'all.v. .Some months ai,-o he 
was transferred to another Canadian 
Highland llattalion in winch a broth- 
er was seiving. While with the Kith 
I'le. .Mai launii was a cnniiade of ihe 
late l.ince-Corporal Fred Fisher. V.C.. 
Sci. 17. and in a leiier received by 
the Science Undergraduates Society 
not long ago suggested the erection 
of a tablet to the memory of Fisher, 
and In commemoration of the deed 
which won for blm the most coveted 
decoration of the British soldier. 

Pie. Maelaurin came from Vankleck 
Hill, Ont., and was the son of Mrs. 
J. n. Maelaurin, Sr., of thai town. 
He left the University at Ihe end of 
his second year, hut while here was 
prominent in athletics and turned out 
with his class fonihaii team and with 
the wrestling squad.

The McGill Batterv 



The authorization of No. (5 McGill Overseas Battery Siege 
Artilleiy means that .McGill will now send overeeas a distinc- 
tively McGill combatant unit. U li:us Iniin 1)0011 foil hy students of 
the University tiiat llie Di'^aiiizaliuii of .such a unit was de.sir- 
able, and now that it is a fact, there will be no difficulty in filling 
it with McGill mon. It .sliouM ho uiuioco.ssary here to emphasize 
the attractiveness of the McGill Uattory to college men. Sooner 
or later evei-y man whccan go overseas will endeavor to enlist in 
some capacity. Moii wlu» are lookiii^i' I'dvwtud to enUstment 
should go now with their own battery ami ho with their friends 
and comrades. If students ever contemplate going, here is their 
opportunity. 

With the formation of the ^Ictîill liattory, to be recruited 
"mainly from the student body, it is to he hopod tiiat criticism of 
the undergraduates will cease. In liie two ses;;inii.« that have 
passed since tlie oiilhtoak of wai', nearly seven luindrcd under- 
graduates have enlisted. The McGill Hattcry will bring the num- 
ber to considerably over eight hundred. This mimber is a very 
large proportion of the "fit" in the rnivoisily. iihysically and of 
age. It is a splendid record. Yet criticism has been heard, even 
in the college precincts. The "Alumnae News^" the paper pub- 
lished semi-annually hy tlic women graduates of McGill, in its 
last number, was unjustly severe on the students, because only 
70 had enlisted with the fi\e Universities Companies. The 
"News" entirely forgot the remaining large number of students 
who have enli-^itod in other unit.<. 11 will ho iiitorcsting now to see 
how sincerely the critics — and the .Mumnae^ — will support the 
«Ustinctively undergraduate unit — the McGill Battery. 

That the McGil! I'attory will he .second to none in efficiency 
there is little doubt. Tiie work of the Battery has a particular 
appeal to college men, for in siege artillery the training of college 
men can be used with tlio greatest advantage. Further, in a unit 
composed of members of the teaching staff, graduates and stu- 
dents, there will be common aini.s and bonds, and the greatest 
bond will be "McGill." Parents whose sons enlist with tlic McGill 
Battery niay lie conlidoiit that their sons will lie a.s comfortable 
as circumstances permit, for they will be with their own college 
instructors and classmates, and will be members of one large 
family. Let there he unstinted suiipin-l for tlic .McGill Mattery. 
It is another of McGill's contributions to tiie Empire's cause of 
Freedom. 

The authorization and organization of No. 6 McGill Over.scas 
Batteo' of Siege Artillery naturally raises many tpiestions about 
the character of the work connected with such a unit. Siege 
artillery is the heaviest and most technical type of artillei-y. Two 
batteries make up a brigade; an animimilion column accompanies 
each brigade. A battery consi.sts of i.")'.] incn of all ranks — 7 offi- 
cers (including pajTnaster), 1 warrant officer and 151 N. C, O.'s 
and men. I-^acli lialtcry ha.s four gun.s — known technically as 
"howitzers" — varying in calibre from (5 to 12 inches, or even 
heavier. The guns are moved by mechanical transpoi'ts — motor 
tinicks or tracti(jn engines ; no horses are usedi The officers are 
provided with motor-cycles. 

Heavy howitzers are not adapted for firing without plat- 
fonns. They are fired iVoni limher or concrete bases, according 
as circumstances demand. The I'ii in^ of siege howitzers requires 
great accuracy on the part of officers and men. Compared with, 
shells of lighter artilleiy, the shells of siege artillery are very 
costly, and they must he fired so a.s not to ho wasted. .Again, 
when the enemy tienches are only a few yards from our own 
trenches, it is necessary to drop shells with perfect accuracy not 
only to shatter the enemy trciicho.s, hut at the .same time to pro- 
tect our own infantry and to avoid doing them injury with our 
own fire. The knowledge and experience of college-trained men 
is naturally of gi-eat value in this type of artillery, because of the 
fine mathematical calciilation.s, the care and the judgment re- 
quired. Indeed, it is tlie (jpinion of many artillery officers that 
college students or college-trained men are the most desirable 
type of men to ilraw from for sio;re ai tillery and that they can be 
3f more value in this branch of the service than in any other 
branch. 

The position of the battery is usually not closer to the front 
trenches than tlirec or four miles ; fretjuently it is six or eight 
milcB away. This is required by the veiy nature of the work, and 
!«l8o because the guns are so valuable and .so difficult to move 
that ample lime must be given should a retreat for any reason 
be ordered. The battery is always concealed, and its safety lies in 
the ingenuity and originalify with which it is hidden from hostile 
aeroplanes and from the enoiiiies' long-range ;,nm.s. Mo.^t of iho 
firing is done at night, Tlie tjattery moves infrequently ; indeed, 
it may sometimes occupy the same position for months. The re- 
sult is that the men, iinlikr llioxe nf ol!i(>i- iiiiit.s, are not "always 
on the move"; they are juacticaliy in billet.s, although in action, 
and while they arc perhaps more continuou.sly on duty, they are 
•at least more comfortable than they othenvise might be.

In' the use of these, men 
who have taken courses in surveying will find work to their 
liking. 

' On the whole, the work leipiirtMl in siege artillery is of a 
most interesting character. It is for the most part mental. It 
should appeal strongly to college meti, and indeed it is doubtful if 
their training could be jiut elsewhere to such advantage and value 
to the Empire. For this reason the McGill Battery.' composed as 
it will be almost entirely of college men. should ho second to none 
in efficiency, and it sliould add further lustre to the name McGiU.

"Just another conimiiuii|we all of 
my r>«ii." is ihe eharaetcrislie way 
in which a loner from Licul. C. Han- 
ningtoii, Sci. 17, C.F..\., reads. "On 
Ihe H hole iliuigs have been qiiicl, all 
bill llie aeioplaiicB. Yesterday broke 
fine, and along eanic a huzzhird .\llc- 
mandc way over our lines. Our anti- 
airci-aft did some beautiful shooting 
on him, hut suddenly stopped, and 
suddenly, from Liord' knows where, 
dropped a 'biplane of ours. I was 
right up at the firing line and the 
planes were way back in our terri- 
tory, but we could see her. it Is love- 
ly to see them dodge and swerve, jug- 
gling for positions, with the rat. tat, 
tat of the machine guns all the time. 
They went at the German going for 
home ai the double — bin no use, he 
-swerved and .started to come down, 
making for hi.s own lines to iiy and 
land iu safety. Our machine swooped 
away and followed al a distance. 
From wlicre we were— Coo yards from 
Ihe front line I not in it, as I said)— 
we could see it would be a mighty 
close thing, so everyone dived for a 
rifle. The gun 1 grabbed was emply, 
and by the time 1 had her loaded the 
German was overhead, only 200 yards I 
up. Then wc let her have It. A ma- 
chine gun from a support point '.men 
from the supiwrl trenches, nnd rifles' 
j from ever.vwhere— poor devil, he was 
{trying lo make his own lines, but it 
wa.su'i in he. I had seven shots my- 1 
self, and al thai raiiRe ii was lively 
talk about big Kaiiie— llicrc would he 
no pleasure in life greater than pull- 
ing the trigger on ihai bii/.z bird. | 

"Well, wo sure got hini. Me lit 200 
yards within our lines, and the pilot 
was SI 111 ali\e, only wounded In the 
head onee. lie was taken prisoner. but 
the observer was riddled, and the ma- 
chine was full of bullet holes. I hope 
one of my seven was In something. 
When Ihe pilot picked himself from 
under the machine, the first thing he 
saw was about 50 grinning Canadians, 
each one with either a hand grenade, 
revolver or rifle, about* five yards 
away In n trench, so he did Ihe only 
j thing iwssiblc— pul his mitts up, I

"By the tlinc German ortlllery got 
busy our souvenir bunting pals had 
the dead man's ring, watch, revolver, 
glosses, buttons and, probably, under- 
wear. The Germans plastered the 
machine, hut they bit the tail and 
shattered It, so the machine looked 
wrecked, and ihe,\ siopped. bm the 
engine wos as good as new. aud we 
got thai as well as ihe machine gun, 
and 1 hereby lianas n tale. The gun 
w.Ts a ('nil, «hieli looked funny, and 
when Ihe officers of a eertain batla- 
lloii examined it ihey fiiund It was 
one of their own that had been cap- 
iiired hy the Germans at Ypres. Im- 
agine the gun made by the Yanks, 
used and lost hy the Canadians, com- 
ing back to Its own battalion with 
the crippled aeroplane, to be returned 
lo the bosom of its family. I think It 
Is one nf the funnlcai things I've 
heard of. 

"I had the fiinnlesl dreom Ihe other 
nighi when I wa.s up on the F.O.ll. 
job. 1 (lieanii I wa.s home home in 
peace time, in a parlor Komr«here. 
It was so realistic that a shoi from 
somewherr woke me up, and I'm 
hlowed if I can remember where I 
was. The crack of the rifles (the 
sound of an enemy ,riflc fired at you. 
or very near you, is very sharp) I 
couldn't understand at all, such a 
funny noise for a parlor, and then It 
all dawned on me—thc war and the 
fortified cowshed we were in, and 
then I went to sleep in disgust. 

"Things are pretty lively at times, 
for we liave got Friiz sort of worked 
up here, and he get..'-, very cross at 
times when "c sirafe him. Frilz has 
no use for Canadians who liavp too 
inueh nf nil eye for business. They 
are ihe one loi who d'JU't stand for 
an.\ pleasantness or familiarity. If 
Fritz gets up and yells "Hello, there, 
kanicrad!" he gets shot, and be rr- 
senu It. Moreover Canadians do 
things not in the drill book, and he 
doesn't approve of that either, 
rheasnnt Hantlnir. 

"I had a great game hunt yesterday 
In Ihe long grass near our O.P. aud 
in view of Ihe enemy — crept for the 
above mentioned grass. The game 
wa? one nary old pheasant, who al- 
ways made for the open spaces, and 
as the Hun was only 300 yards away 
I forbore to follow, I will get that 
fellow yet, for he fairly haunts our 
observation post. Moreover, It Is 
against all orders to hunt game — 
which makes It much more interesting. 
I saw a fnnny sight the other day. I 
moved over to a farm that had been 
absolutely wrecked, demolished, de- 
stroyed and |. hindered llie eueni.v 
heavies, in faei only one corner of 
one hiiildiiin was left, bin inKin »hai 
had been Ibe eaves, under a lile. an 
iiU\ loiioiae shell ciii bad i»o kiiirn.". 
and seemed lo ibinli her spo: uleal 
too, and Ihis i.laee is iii full ^ lew of 
Fritz and very close, and they strafed 
It about twice a week, but that 
doesn't worry that sbecat. An ordin- 
ary man she wouldn't look at. not 
even if you whistle or hit the bouse 
with a brick. In short nothing but a 
9.2 how. la worthy o( her notice.

Ont., 
who lo-da.v owes his life to the devo- 
tion of Cainain Scriniger, V.C, Dr. 
Maude Abbott >vaa able at ibe Royal 
Victoria Ho»pital to give the first 
correct story of iho deed for which 
Capiaiu Scrimger was awarded the 
Victoria Gross. A picture of the brave 
officer was shown by the spealicr, 
who gave the story as follows: 

"On .\pril I'jth, ihr la.st afternoon 
of the baiili- of ï^l. .lulieii, Ihc Third 
Drigadp .*iait A\a.s 
farm biiildiii?. pan of 
five da>> tiocii used hy ihc medical 
olfucr.-; a.-- a dic^.sins station. There 
had Infi ll hrav\ lasuallios and a good 
deal •,>! .«lulliiiK all ihc miio. Tlir fire 
grew lieavicr. and al la.si the mcUiial 
officer said they must remove all the 
wounded they could to a place of 
greater safety. Only Captain Scrini- 
ccr, medical officer of the 14th Bat- 
talion, was left as his battalion was 
occupying a line of trenches close by 
80 that be couJd not leare thetn. 
Cases were constantly coming in, and 
when the big bombardment began 
there were about twenty under his 
care who were unable to walk. These 
he callectcd in what seemed the saf- 
est part. One of the staff, Captain 
.McDonnld. of Hamilton, Ont., was hit 
by the seioiid .«hell. 

"In a little while ihe farm builil- 
ings were set on fire. I-'inally Gen- 
eral Tinner dei idid it had heioriie too 
liot .and ordered Um .staff to scatter. 
J4e feared thai oue dircei hit would 
fei thiin all. and considered it better 
di.sperse wijh the expectation that 
fomv a I least would get ,away. 
Staff .Scaltereil.

I great iniporlance of co-operaltou be- 
tween S('ien(e and Industry for the 
; advancement of Chemical, .Metallurgi- 
cal and o'hcr industries. This is par- 
ticularly true at the present time, la 
view of the imprecedented rate at 
which these industries are developing 
in Canada. Sir George Foster has 
been Investigating the situation on 
behalf of the Canadian Government, 
with a view lo organizing a relation- 
ship bclwecn tJaiiadiaii Universities 
and Indiisirial Coiiipauies iu need of 
technical assistance. 

In the meant inie, as the iltUAtlOn 
does not adniii of delay, the Metallur- 
gical Dcpariiiiriii or .McGill University 
has arraiiKcd in make a beginning, 
and will larry oui a series o(^ 
searches for the Wccdon .Mining. i 
pany. A Fellowship of the valfl 
ISOO w ith an interest in the riî^ 
of the Investigation has been given tot 
.Mr. W. A. Wlssler, .M.Sc., who will be- 
gin the work at once under the direc- 
tion of Dr. Alfred Stansfleld, Head of 
the .Metallurgical Department. Dr. 
Stansfleld has already made import- 
ant contributions to Canadian Metal- 
lurgy. Me WHS associated with C^l. 
D. Cai iipgie and Dr. A. W. 0. Wilson 
In the Copper and Zinc Commission, 
whose work paved Ihe way for the 
lirndiiciion of lueiallie zinc and the 
refiniuK of cupper in Canada. He also 
devised a met hod of making magnes- 
ium, a iiKiai which was badly needed 
by the allied armies. This method Is 
now In operation at ï?hawinigaji Falls, 
where a plant has been built for a 
production of $1,000.000 worth of this 
metal per annum. Dr. Stansfleld has 
conducted industrial researches lead" 
Ing to other recent devclopmenta in 
Canadian .Metallurgy, and is well 
qualified to direct the work now un'< 
dcrtaken by his Department. 

This Investigation will no doubt 
open Ihe way for further industrial 
researches un similar lines, which 
can be carried oui b> graduate stud- 
enis of Ihe .Metallurgical Department, 
It is to be hoped thai ibis concrete 
example ot conjoint action by an in- 
diisirial concern and a University lab- 
oratory will lead to the development 
of similar partnerships in other 
branches of scientific aud industrial 
work. 

The best example of ' iiie partner- 
shlp referred to Is to bo found In the 
Mellon Institute at .Pittsburgh, to 
which manufacturers and others go 
with problems to be worked out by 
Fellows of the liisiiiiitc. The remun- 
eration of the fellow?! iind the other 
evpenses of the invcsii^alion arc pro- 
vided by Ihe in.inii fact ii rer for whom 
Hie research i.s conducted.
